The Grand Trunk Pacific and 


‘ straction Work, Mr. Russell ‘Anticipates no Serious Difficulty : 


4 


Victoria, B.C., March 8.—The ques- 
tion of the provision of labor for the 
constrigtion of the Pacific division of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway is 
naturally of the keenest interest here 
on the const. and of some concern to 
the people of Canada generally. As 
has been again and again pointed 
ont, 20 far from there being even at 
present. any surplus of labor here, 
many employers cry out that there is 
o shortage, and the development of 
industries in many directions is ham- 
pered by the scarcity and high price 
of labor. Where, then, are the fifty 
thousand men needed to build this 
great section of the G.T.P. to come 
from? ft was the apparent difficulty 
of securing this vast amount of labor 
in a province where the labor prob- 
lem is ‘Already acute that prompted 
one of the charges brought against 
the Liberals on the closing days of 
the tecent campaign. The Grand Trunk 
Pacific, it was alleged, was arranging 
for the importation of fifty thousand 
Japs for the purpose of railway con- 
struction in British Columbia, Mr. 
E. G. Russell, the western construc- 
tion agent of the G.T.P., formerly, it 
will be remembered, the manager of 
the Intercolonial Railway, one of the 
directors of the United Supply and 
Conatruetion Company, and this com- 
pany, which thus represented the 
Grand Trunk . Pacific, had made the 
actual contract for Japanese labor to 
this extent.. The Liberals were held 
to be in sympathy with this project, 
and workingmen were Called upon to 
vote against the party that calmly 
contemplated and encouraged such an 
enterprise. Mr. Russell immediately 
denied that any “such = project was 
afoot, but the denial was seldom 
printed in hewspapers making the 
charge. Now that the election is 
over and Mr. McBride is seated in 
power more firmly than before, one 
may hope to see the Jabor question 
discussed more frankly and calmly. 

A Chat With Mr. Russell. 

1 calléd upon Mr. Russel the ~. her 
day at-his office here in Victoria, 
and asked him if he anticipated any 


difficulty in + proceeding with — the 
work of construction. ‘‘No vs: 1. st 
we cannot overcome,” he = rep.isd 


“Of course there is nothing in che 
Jnpanese story. We shall, I am en- 
fident, be able to fulfill our contract 
and have the line ready for operation 
by 1911; We shall have difficulties 
in getting labor, of course. There 
have been difficulties in the see.ions 
east of the mountains, and we shill 
have our share. The Pacific division, 
extending from Prince Rupert east to 
Edmonton, is about 800 miles in 
length, and, speaking roughly, it will 
tnke about fifty thousand men to 
build it.’ 

“From where do you expect to get 
the labor?’ I asked. 

“Much of Jt from the other side of 
the liné—Seattle, Tacoma and the 
emailer. cities. - A. good deal, also, 
will come from our own towns. Then 
there will be a certain number of 
Japanese available.” 

“What about the Hindoos ” 

“Not them, I don’t like the look 
ef them, They are too lazy, as a 
rule, and would not make good work- 
men. 

“T have never found any diffi- 
culty,”’ continued Mr. Russell, ‘in 
gettting such labor as bas been needed 
out here. The meh will always flock 
to the newest place. There are no 
men inthe world who move about 
more extensively than section fore- 
men. Ordinary labor you can al- 
ways pick up. 1 was over in Wash- 
ington State the other day, and went 
through the train in which I was 
travelling, sizing up the men. I have 
had a good deal of experience in 
such matters, and do not make many 
mistakes. I wanted to talk over the 
labor situation in that part of the 
Btote. I picked out one man who 
seemed a likely fellow, and got into 
conversation with him.

THAT GRAVEL LEASE. 


Mr. Hugh Explains a Few Things Con- 
nected Therewith. 
Editor The Bulletin, 

Dear Sir.—I notice by the reporis of 
Thuraday night's council meeting that 
; gravel is stated to be worth, this #ea- 
eon, two dollars per yard as against 
one dollar and twenty-five cents last 
year, taking as a basie for tho atate- 
ment my having obtained a contract 
from the Bitulithic Paving Company to 
eupply them with soventeen thousand 
yards of gravel at two dollars per yard. 
While in a sense this is correct it 
is very misleading. This contract cals 
for gravel and small ston? taken from 
the rivor bars, washed perfectly clean 
of all clay and sand, and then put 
through rock crushers, and brought to 
uniform eizes, #o that it is to all in- 
tents and purposes broken rock. The 
emalier gravel, which is too small to 
break, is thoroughly washed and sold 
at a@ very much lower rate than that 
quoted above. 

It has besn stated, that my having 
obtained a lease {rom the Dominion 
Government from the bridge up stream 
on the north side of the river, takes in 
that portion of the bar from which the 
city obtained most of its gravel last 
year. This statement it Incorrect. 
The city did not obtain !ts gravel from 
these bars laet year, 1 haa coniract 
with the city t> supply several thou- 
qand yards of gravel for sidewalks ani 
other purposes from thes: bars lasi 
year, but when I undertook 
to supply it the city  inspec- 
tors refused it on the ground that it 
waa too dirty. I could not obtain any 
gravel from those barg which would 
pass inapection, and, ae a cons:- 
quence, had to get all the gravel to 
complete the contract from the bara 
east of the briige. This applied to all 
other contractors and haulers of gra- 
vel, eo that the city are in th: aam? 
position this year ae last, if they do 
have to go below the bridge cr to the 
mouth bank of the river. 

Aa regards the difficulty in procuring 
gravel and the increase in tho price 
thie year over last, 1 may aay that this 
fa causei only by the great demand 
ani the increased price for teaming and 
all cther Jabor. 

Now it the bare west of the bdriige 
and on the north side of the river were 
too dirty for usd last year in their raw 
atate, gurely the eames conditions would 
prevail thie year.

Optimism 
of Ed Edmonton

having better natural advantages, 
taking away the businesses and in- 
dustries already established, and con- 
sequently decreasing the population, ' 
forcing tradespeople to close their 
doors, and in other wotds, converting 
the place into a “dead town.” 

Then, other towns and cities, sur- 
rounded by a amall farming commun- 
ity, and possibly augmented by a few 
manufacturing plants, manage to hold 
their own from year to year in its 
population, Poor crops in that im- 
mediate neighborhood make poor 
times that year, and city real estate 
transfers ate few. Renta are low, 
the supply exceeding the demand. 
A few miles away, in every direction, 
are other towns of the same class, 
moving along in the same way. , One 
would scarcely feel tempted to buy 
real estate there with a view to gett- 
ing a rapid increase in its value. 

Nothing But Energy Here. 

The contrast is marked when one 
enters such a city as Edmonton. 
The streets throb with energy and 
everyone is hustling to execute the 
task set before him in the making of 
the metropolis. Into the vortex is 
drawn every day dozens of new souls, 
attracted from other town and coun- 
tries by its widespread popularity. 
Nothing short of a calamity can stop 
its growth, and in such a city real 
estate is an important factor. It is 
bought, not only by the actual buil- 
der, when he is ready to build, but 
is bought by the prospective builder, 
against the day when he will require 
it, realizing that the sooner he 
secures it the cheaper it will be, and 
as a business investment it will pay 
a handsome dividend. The specula- 
tor, gealizing the improvident weak- 
ness of many in this respect, and 
considering the immigration, buys 
and holds for a profit. The investor | 
buys and builds for renting purposes, 
the increase in land values more 
than offsetting the depreciation of the 
building. | 


Justifiable Increases. 

Such a city is Edmonton, and it is 
not surprising that land values here 
have enormously increased within 
the past year. One has but to in- 
stance a few of the recent sales. 

Only a short time ago the Alberta 
Hotel changed hands at $126,000, and 
Sheriff Robertson’s, residence on the 
corner of Fifth and Jasper was sold 
for over $42,000, 

Recently lots 39 and 40 R.L. 6 were 
sold for $40,000, an increase of 
$10,000 in one month. 

Lots 206, 207 and 208 block 3 were 
bought lately from Mr. Herb Bowen 
for $50,000. This property a little 
over a year ago changed hands at 
$10,000, 

The east half of lost 79 and the ; 
west half of lot 80 block 2 H.B.R. | 
were sold several weeks ago for 
$43,000, an increase of $24,000 in 
about a year; and there are many 
other instances of the same kind. 

As the country fills up with settlers 
so must realty values increase. The 
city grows, attracting men and wo- 
men whose duty it is to furnish the 
encessities and luxuries required by 
the settler. 

The deeper one probes the more 
solid the foundation appears, and the 


firmer becomes the belief that |
